The secretaffemployment rela
tionsshall file an dicial copy of the agreement, certified
by the cochairpersons of the joint committee on employ
mentrelations, with the secretary of state. No fororal
informal agreement between the parties that is not a part
of the oficial copy is deemed tbe approved by the legis
latureunder this act.

SecTioN 2. Effective date.
